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“The House That Donald Built’’ 
Veteran’s Dream Comes True 


The answer toa veteran’s prayer is the substantial white 
clapboard home which a local veteran, Donald Surette, has 
erected on Woburn street in Ballardvale by dint of plenty of 
muscle action and the help of friends and relatives and any 
bystander who happened to be handy. 


The house, which sets well back from the road, sheltered 
by towering pines and maples, is one of the many pre- 
fabricated homes which have gone up in Andover recently. 
Contrary to popular opinion, however, the prefabricated house 
is not a recent innovation, according to Mr. Surette. He re- 
members his grandfather erecting one here in Andover about 
35 years ago. 

Veteran Surette has the distinction of being able to claim 
that “this is the house that Donald built,” and he points out 
with pride the fact that the five-room dwelling is setting him 
back, in these days of sky-high priced homes, the small sum 
of $5800, which includes all his expenses. In this figure, 
Surette has included labor, the expense of wiring and of 
plumbing, both of which are now in the process ot being com- 
pleted, and he can even boast enough white paint to give the 
house another coat of paint, come Spring! 

The whole project started last May when Surette pur- 
chased the land and turned over the plans, designed by his 
wite, Isamay, to the E. F. Hudgson Company tor building. 

Work started immediately on the cellar excavation, with 
everyone pitching in to lend a hand, including three women, 
his wife and sister among them. It took about two weeks, 
working two hours a night, and Saturday afternoons, before 
the hole was dug. Surette’s uncle, George Potier, was on hand 
throughout operations, a group of friends from Stoneham 
turned up every other night to lend a hand, and the founda- 
tion was laid. 

Then came the hiatus. The hole was dug, the foundation 
laid; where was the house? Seems that even though you 
order your house ready-built, there are plenty of hitches in 
operations! 

Three weeks went by, and then the house arrived on 
three trucks, complete in every detail except for a very essen- 
tial and necessary item. There were no bolts! And even a 
prefabricated house has to have something to hold it together. 

All hands stood by while Surette scurried to Dover to 
get the missing bolts, and even with this delay, the outside 
shell of the house was up in two days! The flooring, which 
came all shellacked and polished, was unloaded directly from 
the trucks onto the foundation beams. This took a mere half- 
hour. The roof, which came in 14 sections, each six by twelve 
feet, was hoisted on with the help of anyone who so much as 
showed his nose in the vicinity. 

Next came the asphalt shingles, which went on in two 
week-ends, The sidewalls are clapboard, which came already 
painted, plus the aforementioned extra white paint. 

Another bottleneck has presented itself just recently, 
when the Surettes had to come down to earth and wait for 
the plumber and the electrician. This work is in progress now, 
the kitchen is complete, and once the papering and painting 
is done, Donald and his family plan to move in. 

The house is heated by oil, is air-conditioned, and accord- 
ing to Surette, is the biggest pre-fab in Ballard vale, being 
forty-two feet long, with five rooms and bath on the first 
floor, and plenty of room in the unfinished upstairs for other 
rooms, 

Surette and his wife, the former Isamay Jamieson of 
California, live with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Mark Surette, 
on Locke street. They have one daughter, almost two, whose 
room will be the first one really finished. ' :

Andover Firebugs 
Not in Majority 


Fire chief C. Edward Buchan 
has nothing but praise for this 
community in a statenient which 
he has issued in conjunction with 
President Truman’s declaration of 
this week of October 5-11 as Fire 
Prevention Week. 

Although fire losses in this 
country are running 300 per cent 
over the 1937 figure, Chief 
Buchan asserts that this may not 
be said of Andover. 

According to the National Fire 
Protection Association, traditional 
sponsor of the Fire Prevention 
week since its inception, the 1947 
fire loss will approximate $700,000- 
00. Their records show that a 
fire breaks out in this country 
once every 20 seconds—right 
around the clock—or 1,700,000 
fire a year. About 11,000 Ameri- 
cans lose their lives by fire each 
year, more than half of them 
vomen and children. 

In spite of these tragic figures 
Vhich cover the country as a 
whole, the chief claims that the 
peopie of Andover are to be con- 
sratulated on their fire record for 
che past year. Fire losses were ex- 
ceptionally low here, and the chief 
is emphatic in his assertion that 
evedit for this fine record belongs 
to the citizens. 

Fire-conscious, and co-opera- 
tive in observance of fire regula- 
Lions, the townspeople have earned 
the gratitude of their protective 
appointees, according to the chief, 
particularly in view of the fact 
that regulations and restrictions 
established by our government 
lave increased so greatly since the 
Cocoanut Grove disaster. 

The fire department is limited 
in preventing fire, but it has the 
killed personnel and equipment 


|to keep any fire under control if 


it is called as soon as fire is dis- 
»vered, the chief said.

1. Public enemy No. 1 is the 
cereless smoker who set more than 
100,000 fires last year.

The League of Women Voters 
called upon the Administration 
and upon Congressional leaders 
this past week to take immediate 
action for emergency aid to Bu- 
rope and for machinery to curb 
aomestic inflation. Specifically, it 
called for the government to pro- 
pose a constructive program, part 
of which would be extension of ex- 
port-import controls, continued 
limitations on, consumer - credit 
purchases, and diversion of grain 
from livestock feeding, distilleries, 
and industrial uses to human 
consumption. 


In a letter directed to President 
Truman, Senator Vandenberg, and 
speaker Martin, Miss Anna Lord 
Strauss, League president said, in 
part: 

“We in the League of Women 
Voters believe that the govern- 
ment of the U. S. must take im- 
mediate provisions to continue the 
shipment of food and goods to EBu- 
rope. Our citizens have suffered 
comparatively little hardship from 
the war, and are today eating more 
than ever before. Neither for hu- 
manitarian reasons nor from the 
viewpoint of our own self-interest 
can we afford starvation in Bu- 
rope. The revival of a healthy 
Kuropean economy is basic to our 
own economic and political aims. 
Stable governments can be main- 
tained only in nations whose 
people are decently fed. We must 
continue to make our food and 
goods available if the reconstruc- 
tion job is to be completed.”’

I must take issue with my good 
friend Sid on his statement ‘The 
Wall Street stock exchange is doing 
its part in controlling the grain 
market in order that it may make 
money at the expense of the Ameri- 
can people.” 

] assume he means the New York 
Stock Exchange, of which I happen 
to be an associate member. Grains, 
food stuffs either in the raw state 
or as finished products, or any com- 
modities whatsoever, are not and 
never have been traded in on the 


New York Stock Exchange. Sid 
should have done a little more re- 
search although I will heartily 


agree with him that interference by 
Government officials, many of 
whom are inexperienced in farming 
processes or the production and dis- 
tribution of food products, is the 
cause of much of our present diffi- 
culty. 

In addition there are, of course, 
the speculators who trade in food 
products and also some of the large 
grain and livestock farmers who 
have speculated when they have 
withheld their products from the 
market in order that they might 
possibly get higher prices.

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Other Fellow’s Wrong 
To the Editor: 

Nearly every conceivable method 
has been used to explain the uni- 
versal fact wage increases without 
a corresponding increase in pro- 
duction are, in effect, a reduction 
in the worth of money rather than 
an increase in comparative level 
of income. So one more analogy 
can do no harm. 

Using a balance scale, place a 
pound of butter on one side and a 
50 cent piece on the other side. Ob- 
viously, unless the amount of but- 
ter, that is, production, is in- 
creased in proportion, each 50 cent 
piece must be reduced by one half 
its weight or worth in order to 
maintain the balance. Consequent- 
ly, when we complain of high 
prices, what we really mean to 
complain of is cheap money made 
so only by our insistence that we 
be paid for more than what we 
produce. 

That is so since money, the same 
as a pound weight, is worth 
nothing by itself. It is merely a 
highly efficient measure of a sen- 
sitive least common denominator 
of all human labor and endeavor. 

Accordingly, by increasing the 
amount of money given for a cer- 
tain amount of production, we 
alter the entire measuring system 
in a negative manner because each 
part of the money must be re- 


duced in worth so as to keep the 
system in balance. We are in the 
same position as if we said, since 
we have not enough gallons of 
gasoline to drive to New York 
City, we shall change the four- 
quart gallons to three-quart gal- 
ions. Then we shall have enough 
gallons to make the trip???? 


On the other hand, by increasing | this 


the amount of production for a 
given amount of money, we again 
alter the entire system. But this 


time in a positive \!manner be- | 


cause each part of the money must 
be increased in worth, that is, will 
buy more, in order to keep the 
system in balance. Now instead of 
three-quart gallons we are getting 
five-quart gallons of gas for the 
same money. Thus we have a real 
increase in our income level. 

It seems for the past three years 
the big union interests have been 
trying to prove the former, or 
negative method is the best. But 
it’s the latter, or positive method 
which has made America great, 
and rightly so. 

However, it is important to real- 
ize insofar as we have accepted 
higher wages without increasing 
our production, we have con- 
tributed to that of which we com- 
plain, and insofar as folks have 
increased their prices on the 
grounds that the folks that the 
folks before them did likewise, 
they too have acted incorrectly. It 
usually costs us something to be 
right. 


Thus, as of old, the fault is not | 


in our stars, nor with Washington, 
Wall street, the labor unions, not 
yet the churches, but is the end 
result to which all of us, accord- 
ing to our capacity, contributed. 
Consequently, we are the folks 
who should make the corrections. 
It is hardly remarkable, at the 
congressional hearings in Boston 
two weeks ago, and those who 
gave their opinions in last week’s 
Townsman, told the thing wrong 
with the situation is what the 

other fellow did.

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Steve Byington on 
Questions of Supply 
To The Editor: 


Your list of opinions on the rea- 
sons for the high cost of food is in- 
teresting; and there is something 
| to be said for each of the opinions. 
But I could say something different 


oO. 
It is commonly understood that 
there is such a thing as a natural 
or normal level of prices, and that 
|when prices are away from that 
|level the condition is abnormal and 
‘unstable, and remains so until the 
natural level is reached. Now the 
level of prices is the ratio between 
the market value of goods and the 
market value of money. When a 
loaf of bread costs a dime and a 
coat costs $10, this means that the 
bread is worth a tenth as much as a 
dollar is worth, and the coat ten 
times as much as a dollar. 

Then, if bread or coats have a 
certain normal yalue, prices will de- 
pend on the value of dollars. Now 
the first thing Roosevelt did when 
he came into office was to make the 
dollar forty per cent smaller, Five 
of the new dollars were to be as big 
(in fact not quite as big) as three 
of the old ones. We all understood 
this at the time, and understood 
that in the long run it must mean 
that five new dollars would do only 
the work of three old ones. But just 
then we had all sorts of New Deal 
arrangements to regulate prices, 
backed not only by Uncle Sam’s 
law-making power, but also by 
Uncle Sam’s having cornered a 
great part of the world’s gold so 
that Uncle Sam could rig the price 
of gold to suit himself. So they kept 
the prices from immediately going ' 
up to match the new value of the! 
dollars. | 

! 


But that made an artificial condi- 
tion which was bound to remain un- 
stable until prices had adjusted | 
themselves to the point where five 
new dollars would buy only what | 
in Coolidge’s time cost three. We| 
are now getting part way to that | 
point, but we have (or had at the 
time of my last knowledge) some 
distance vet to go. And if anybody 
doesn’t like it, the time to have 
kicked was in 1938 when the dol- 
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lars were being made smaller, a 
policy which orthodox economists 
had always condemned as ruinous 
ever since orthodox economists be- 
gan to exist. 

And all that I say about prices 
goes for wages, too. 

There is another thing in that 
same number of The Townsman— 
the question of the grammar when 
a song says “have mercy on such 
as we.’ That depends on what 
method of grammatical study you 
accept... If you grammatically ana- 
lyze a sentence by “supplying” what 
is missing, then “we” is right, be- 
cause when you supply words you 
are going to make it “have mercy 
on such persons as we are.” But if 
you guide yourself by the thread of 
the thought, then it should be “us”, 
because the pronoun represents the 
ones to “have mercy on.” On this 
issue I back the Harvard critic, as 
you quote him, against the Yale 
song. I distrust grammar made out 
by “supplying” words, especially 
when the “supplied” words were 
not originally there. “Supplying” 
breeds all sorts of bad grammar.

Senator Robert A. Taft recently 
stuffed his briefcase with reports, 
statistics, and candy bars, and, 
with his comely wife Martha on 


his arm, started out for the West, | 


ostensibly to sound out Republican 
reaction on whether or not he 
should make an all-out try for the 
presidency. 

A cross-section poll of opinion 
in asmall New England town may 
not indicate the feeling of voters 
generally on his chances in an all- 
out try, but it will be the little 
towns that will make or break the 
gentleman from Ohio. 

Roy Hardy, chairman of the 
board of selectmen: “I’m not a 
Taft man, but I do have a great 
deal of respect for his ability. He 
does not have the dynamic, com- 
pelling personality that the party 
needs in its nominee, but I think 
he has a pretty good chance for 
the nomination. He’s particularly 
strong in the South.” 

Mrs. Douglas M. Dunbar, presi- 
dent of the Andover League of 
Women Voters: “The question 
puts me in a very delicate position, 
as holding office in a strictly non- 
part.san organization obligates ab- 
soiute impartiality in print. I do 
think I can safely say, however, 
that I think his chances are good, 
but that if he does secure the 
nomination, it will have been with 
a great deal of help from his 
wife!”’

Press, Rey. Daniel Monaghan, par- 
ish priest of St. Thomas’ church, 
Philo, I1l., another member of the 
Legion commission, was with Mr. 
Twomey when he died and admin- 
istered the last rites of the Cath- 
olic church. Father Monaghan said 
he gave Mr. Twomey Holy Com- 
munion Sunday in the Cathedral in 
Florence, Italy. 

A special mass Was held Tues- 
day morning in Santa Susanna, 
the American church in Rome. 
Father Monaghan and Mr. Twomey 
occupied the same Stateroom on 
their trip overseas for the Legion, 
which began September 5 and 
from which they were scheduled | 
to return by boat Tuesday. 

Because of his status as an au- 
thority on immigration matters, | 
Mr. Twomey was selected as a) 
member of the Legion group to! 
look into the problem of a five- 
man American commission which 
first visited England and then 
various places on the continent 
where displaced persons camps are 
located. The data they gathered is 
to be presented to a Congressional 
hearing. 

Rarlier in the year, Mr. Twomey 
spoke before an immigration sub- 
committee of the House Judiciary 
committee, and warned that the 
Stratton bill to admit 400,000 dis- 
placed persons from Europe would 
present “an unwarranted chal- 
lenge to the rehabilitation of our 
unemployed and unhoused vyet- 
erans of World War II.” 

During his tour through Europe 
the Andover man went to Epinal, 
France, to visit the £rave of his 
son, who was killed in action No- 
vember 28, 1944. bie 

Surviving him are his wife, Mrs. 
Hilda (North) Twomey; two 
daughters, Madge and Mavis;

charter member of Constantinople 
post 1, American Legion, Depart- 
ment of the Near Hast. 


He transferred his membership 
in the post in Turkey to the one 
in his native city upon his return 
in 1922. He served on all import- 
ant committees and was elected 
commander of Lawrence post in 
1931 and 1932. He was elected a 
Massachusetts department  yice- 
commander when the state conven- 
tion came to Lawrence in 1932, 
and was re-elected the following 
year at the Holyoke convention. 


He was elected state commander 
in 1934 at a convention held in 
Brockton. His term in that office 
was notably successful and won 
him the admiration of Legion of- 
ficials throughout the country. 


In 1945 he was elected one of 
the five national vice-commanders 
of the veterans’ organization, 
Since 1934, when he assumed the 
leadership of the Legion in Massa- 
chusetts, he had been a member of 
the national executive committee. 

His success was cheered by fel- 
low members of Lawrence post, 
and in January, 1945, he was 
voted a life membership in the 
post and presented with a gold 
membership card at a testimonial 
dinner. 

Native of Lawrence 

Mr. Twomey was born in Law- 
rence and attended St. Mary’s 
Grammar and Lawrence High 
Schools and Cannon’s Commercial 
College. 

As a young man he was business 
Inanager for the champion base- 
ball teams of the old GC. Y. M. A. in 
Lawrence. He was employed for a 
time in the Pacific Mills office. 
Prior to World War I, he held a 
responsible post in the U. S. De- 
partment of Labor, but resigned 
to enlist in the Navy. Following 
a short training period in this 
country, he was ordered to fill as- 
signments at the naval stations in 
Eastleigh and Plymouth, England. 
Later he was sent to London, and 
when the Armistice was signed, 
was sent to Constantinople, Tur- 
key, where he served during the 
Turko-Greece war. 

During that period he was as- 
signed to the U.S.S. Pittsburgh, 
U.S.S. St. Louis and U.S.S. Scor- 
pion. For a time he was confiden- 
tial clerk at the U. S. embassy in 
Constantinople to Rear Admiral 
Mark L. Bristol, U. §. Naas: 
high commissioner, It was during 
his service in Turkey that he 
helped to organize and become a 
charter member of Constantinople 
post. 

He was honorably discharged 
from service in 1922 and returned 
to Lawrence and became a deputy 
clerk of courts in charge of nat- 
uralization in this country. Thou- 
sands of persons became eligible 
for American citizenship through 
naturalization through the asgsist- 
ance of the local man. He compiled 
a textbook to be used by citizen- 
ship applicants which is a standard 
vork on the subject. 

He was also affiliated with Law- 
rence council, 67, Knights of Co- 
lumbus; Lawrence lodge, 65, 
B. P. O. EB., the Andover Catholic 
Men’s Club, and St. Augustine's 
Holy Name Society,

Public Nursing Problem 


Faces Local Red Cross 


The Andover Chapter of the 
American Red Cross held its an- 
nual meeting, followed by the quar- 
terly meeting of the hoard of di- 
rectors,on Tuesday evening at 7:30 
in the Veterans’ Service office in 
the Town House. 


The board of directors remains 
the same with the exception of the 
election of ‘Mrs. J. J. Tavern, who 
replaces, Mrs. Roscoe PB. Dake 
former chairman, whose death oc- 
curred this past summer. Roy 
Hardy, the presiding chairman, 
voiced the sentiments of the board 
over this loss, and it was voted that 
the following statement be put in 
the records: 


“We have suffered one loss for 
which there seems to be no replace- 
ment. Mrs. Dake, our former chair- 
man, was a rare combination of in- 
terest, energy, and judgment, all 
based upon an intimate knowledge 
of the many ramifications of Red 
Cross work and operations. Our 
chapter suffers from her untimely 
departure.” 

Mr. Hardy gave the highlights in 
the annual reports, and there was 
considerable discussion on the ques- 
tion of public health nursing. 

Dr. William Emmons, chairman 
of the twenty-five-man board ap- 
pointed by the local Red Cross to 
look into’ the various possibilities 
of solving this problem, made his 
report. Andover is one of some 200 
communities which have supported 
public health nursing since it was 
first established years go as an 
emergency measure; and which 
now the national organization feels 
should be supported by other 
means, since the Red Cross exists 
primarily to combat emergencies, 
and not to support year-round so- 
cial agencies. 

Dr. Emmons’ committee repre- 
sents a cross-section of the com- 
munity, and its report to the board 
offered three possibilities for con- 
tinuing public health 
Andover. The first suggested would 
be a private organization; second, 
an arrangement with the Lawrence 
General Hospital to send out a visit- 
ing nurse, as is done in North An- 
dover and Methuen; and _ third, 
placing public health nursing under 


the Board of Health, as a town ex-| 


pense. 

The board of directors for the 
coming year was announced as fol- 
lows: Chairman Roy Hardy, Ernest 
Young, Philip Ripley, Frank Mar- 
key, Mrs. Frederick Johnson, Mrs. 
James Eaton, Carleton Kimball and 
Mrs. J. J. Tavern. 

Mrs. Frederick Johnson will 
serve as secretary, and Mr. Philip 
Ripley as treasurer of the chapter.
